SOME TAPROOMS 
MAYBE CLOSED 
UNDER RULING 


’ Harrisburg, Aug, 26 (AP)—A re­ 
cent Superior court ruling will force 
a "substantial number” of taprooms 
out of business in Pennsylvania, a 
spokesman for the liquor control 
board disclosed today. 
The decision held th at deeds were 
"reasonable and legal” lf they pro­ 
hibited liquor or beer from being 
^sold 
on that particular plot of 
Aground. 
Tills ruling, the liquor board said, 
would force all taprooms in Am­ 
bridge and Vandergrift in western 
Pennsylvania to close dowrn. 
"When these two towns were laid 
out,” said the spokesman, "they were 
parcelled in lots and the deeds for­ 
bade sale of liquor or beer." 
He said 
this same 
restriction 
would apply to many residential 
sections throughout the state. 
The decision was in a test case of 
James Nick Cheris In Westmoreland 
county. 
The board said that from now on 
applicants for licenses to sell Intoxi­ 
cating beverages must present the 
deeds to the property to show that 
such a restriction is not present. 
Heretofore the liquor board issued 
licenses to any applicant who other­ 
wise complied with the law. 
The state still will have the right 
to set up state stores, regardless of 
such deeds, the board said. 
This 
power of "eminent domain" is given 
under the law. 
A study is being made to deter­ 
mine how many licensees will be af­ 
fected. 
"This doesn’t mean that we would 
be called upon to increase our num­ 
ber of state stores." said one official. 
"It might open the way, however, to 
the outcropping of speakeasies in 
those restricted places.”
